The nature and inevitability of change 

Have you ever received a notice in the mail from a com- 
pany that "in order to serve you better" or" "for your con- 
venience" the company is going to disrupt your life? A 
bran'chof the company is closing, or it is locating .its new offices in 
Outer Mongolia, or some such. The company always says it is for your con- 
venience. What they actually mean is that it is for their convenience. 
Well, there are going to be some changes in Saint George . And I will be 
honest j they are for my_ convenience. 

First the matter of my deadlines. I have always had the deadline the 
first Saturday of the month. The-y will now be the second Saturday of the 
month. I never realized until I began publishing exactly how many things 
go on the first week of the month. I have been finding it extremely dif- 
ficult to get Saint George done and do the things necessary for the running 
of my life. So this season, whatever -it is for the game you are in, will 
run one week longer than usual. After that I will be back on a monthly 
schedule. 

Next the matter of "Moonman" . . . it will no longer be carried. Those of 
you who actually read this zine will have noticed that it is not in this 
issue. ({I'm afraid not too many do read this, since all my trade copies 
are still being sent to my old address)) The reason for this is quite 
simple. The original author no longer sends me episodes. In the past I 
have supplied episodes, but the pressures of time dictate a general falling 
off of the quality. I don't have the time to write good episodes, and 
apparently, neither does the author. To replace the space normally taken 
up by "Moonman", I am opening another game. This shall be the last until 
one of the original games ends. Pref erencef or signing up shall be on the 
following basis tl. Subs who have taken a standby position. 2. Subbers. 
3. New blood 4. Players now in a game. The game fee is on a new basis. 
If you now sub, or have taken a stanby position, the game fee is $1.00 
plus maintenance of a sub. If you are new to Saint George , the game fee 
is $1.00 plus maintenace of a sub. If you are an original player, or are 
presently trading, the game fee is $2.00 plus you will be required to sub 
when your game ends, or the trade is cancelled by you. Note to traders! 
I will not cancel a trade. If you cancel, or cease to publish then you 
will have to sub. I hope that's clear to everyone. 

Then the matter of standbys . . .In the past, I have tried to insure that 
every country has a move every season. This policy has met with some ap- 
proval and some criticism. Henceforth, the only season that is so guaran- 
teed ia Spring, 1901. If you miss on any other season, your units are 
just going to sit there. A dislodged unit will be allowed to retreat, 
since a standby will be provided on the second miss. Two consecutive 
misses and the standby takes over the position. This is going to mean 
that standby positions won't be as good as they have been in the past, 
since a country can get really racked by one miss, but that seems to be 
the way some of you want it. I will not take the responsibility of ad- 
ministering General Orders. I suggest you mail a set of moves early, 
andrevise them as needed. I hope you all enjoy the changes s I know I will.

Budapest (21 March, 1903. SHFP)i News of the war against the Hohenzol- 
lern Empire was swept off the pages of the capital's newspapers today 
as rampant speculation concerning the disappearance of Emperor Rudolph 
mounted to a seemingly unpeakable frenzy. A morbid, but undeniable, 
fascination even swept away the normally rigidly distinctive class 
lines, as Gentlemen and Ladies eagerly swapped the latest rumors with 
valets and maids, and manual laborers and shopkeepers alike discussed 
nothing else,.. and for the eighth consecutive day. Emperor Rudolph 
failed to put in an appearance at any public function. 

One report, circulated widely today, alleged that Archduchess Eliza- 
beth, the Emperor's mother, had declared a conspiracy to murder her 
son to exist. The 66-year old Elizabeth, who abruptly cut short a 
winter retreat in Italy to arrive in Budapest yesterday, had made sim- 
ilar allegations in 1889, when the then Archduke Rudolph was discovered 
half- poisoned on a bed with a fully-poisoned young woman; again in 1891, 
when he almost drowned attempting to float down the Danube in an open- 
ended barrel, and once again in I896, when he was nearly killed in the 
crash of the Austrian Array's first Aeroplane, which he'd insisted on 
testing personally. However, Imperial spokesmen labeled the report a 
"fabrication" . 

This afternoon, in an apparent attempt to stem the unease. Prime Min- 
ister EfistvOs issued a statement to the effect that Emperor Rudolph, 
with whom he claimed to have had an audience this morning, was in 
"excellent health". However, an Imperial spokesmen, when asked to con- 
firm the Prime Minister's statement, said that "the Emperor had no 
plans to see anyone this morning." 

It is totally unclear at this time what, if any, international reper- 
cussions might result. The Italian ambassador for one refused all 
comment on that aspect of the matter, although not hesitating to spe- 
culate openly that the Emperor had "indulged in yet another silly, 
melodramatic suicide attempt." With Imperial spokesmen consistently 
denying every allegation concerning the Emperor's state of health, good 
and. bad, as well as any speculations as to his whereabouts, if any, 
that aspect will no doubt remain the most prevalent in people's minds 
for the present. 

Italy(no dateline) As we last saw, the Empress of Italy had borne her 
first child. While the governesses were fussing with the child, as the 
Empress slept and relaxed the first week or so, they wondered who the 
mysterious father was. Little did they suspect that he was right in 
their midst. ..no, he wasn't the. Austrian Prime minister; no it wasn't 
the German Chancellor, nor was it the French Premier, who she hated 
with a pssion. It was... Saint George I Yes, it was none other than old 
Georgie himself.

It's very strange the way the Great Powers are conducting this gen- 
eral conflagration. Battles are being fought, men are dying, but no- 
body seems to care. Communications between the various heads of 
state have been sporadic and confusing. No one seems to know what 
the war is being fought for, much less why. Several trips to the 
Reichstrasse to try to get some information from the General Satff 
resulted in vague evasions and suggestions that "you try again to- 
morrow." Reichschancellor Bethman-Holweg has been impossible to 
reach - it is reported that he has changed his residence four times 
in as many months in order to "avoid the approbation of the press and 
public. Confusion has been the master at the capitol almost since 
the war began. The decision to attack bdth France and Russia, osten- 
sibly part of some master plan, seems actually to have evolved from 
an inability to decide on policy. The government has proved incap- 
able of even getting together on stories for public release on how 
(or where) the war is going. Reports from foreign capitols indicate 
that things are not much better. Already Turkey's government has 
changed hands, and Italy's is not stable. And still the people go 
on sacrificing. This reporter asks - How long will they continue to 
do so without being told why?
